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Crackdown to turn neglected properties into family homes

ACTION is being stepped up to rid 
Haringey of the 3,000 empty homes which 
blight the borough while 4,000 desperate 
families languish on the housing list. 

Haringey Council has forced the landlord of one 
property in Tottenham to sell his house and moved 
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a young family in - but thou¬ 
sands still remain vacant 
despite the pressing need for 
new homes. 

They are often boarded-up 
and vandalised with rubbish- 
strewn gardens and become a 
magnet for rats, drug-users, 
squatters and even arsonists. 

The landlords of another 28 
long-term empty houses cur¬ 
rently on the council’s hit list, 
who collectively owe £181,000 
in taxes and fines, have been 
warned by enforcement chiefs 
heading a tough new campaign 
called Use Them or Lose Them 
that they risk losing them. 

From owners becoming ill, 
moving abroad, buy-to-let 
landlords being unable to 
afford repairs, people sitting on 
their homes in the hope of the 
market picking up and even 
properties suspended in the 
limbo of probate battles, the 
reasons for homes falling 
empty are endless. 

According to David Ireland, 
chief executive of the Empty 
Homes Agency, soaring num¬ 


bers of homes being repos¬ 
sessed has also contributed to 
the crisis. He said: “Repos¬ 
sessed homes take about a year 
to come back into use so often 
they fall into a state of very 
poor repair. 

“It’s also become more diffi¬ 
cult since the recession for 
owners to get loans to do 
repairs. Properties can deterio¬ 
rate very quickly. As well as 
being a big problem for neigh¬ 
bours and affecting the prices 
and rental values of their own 
homes, these properties are 
being wasted at a time when we 
have a huge housing need.” 

Mr Ireland explained that 
once some damage happens, it 
can be a green light for further 
neglect and squatters. 

“The London Fire Brigade 
tells us a quarter of the fires they 
visit are in empty properties,” he 
added. “These places are also 
associated with crime - we’ve 
seen houses where people get 
locked in for six weeks purely to 
grow cannabis. Nobody is visit¬ 
ing so nobody is looking.”

A huge clean-up operation to 
clear rubbish from a row of 
empty houses in one part of 
Tottenham cost a staggering 
£23,000. An angry resident 
writing on the Empty Homes 
Agency’s website reported a 
huge Georgian house in Totten¬ 
ham High Road being boarded 
up and another said an empty 
home in Farrant Avenue, Wood 
Green, was being used as a vir¬ 
tual rubbish tip. 

The house in Dorset Road 
which was brought back into 
use this week, had lain empty 
for 16 years while the landlord 
racked up debt to the council. 

After officers used legal

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powers to force him to sell in February, 
the authority recovered its debt and the 
new owner renovated the property with 
the help of a grant. Formerly homeless 
Natasha Hoyte and her four children 
moved in. 

Councillor John Bevan, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing, said: “Neighbours were 
very upset at the state this house was in 
and that a house was standing empty 
when there are homeless people on the 
waiting list.” 

Haringey Council has also approved 
15 properties for compulsory purchase 
orders - another form of enforcement 
action against vacant homes. But the 
council stressed it only turned to 
enforced sales and CPOs as a last resort 
and urged landlords to work with them 
to return homes to use. 

In July 2008, London Mayor Boris 
Johnson announced a £60million rescue 
package to slash the number of empty 
homes in the capital and Mr Ireland, who 
visits vacant properties all around 
the UK, welcomed the work being done 
in Haringey. 

“I believe we need to give people more 
of an incentive, no VAT on repairs for 
example, he said. “And why do we give 
council tax discounts to people who 
leave houses empty? 

“Empty homes need to be made avail¬ 
able to a housing co-operation or hous¬ 
ing association otherwise they get left, 
they fall into dereliction and then have to 
be demolished.” 

Haringey Council offers two types of 
grants to both the owners of empty 
homes and to first-time buyers trying to 
get a foot on the property ladder. Both 
are subject to various conditions.

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Case study: 'My children are much happier’ 
says new tenant, no longer on the waiting list 


NATASHA HOYTE and her four 
children became the first family in 
16 years to live in their new home 
this week as the landlord was forced 
to sell up after leaving it empty. 

“It’s lovely, it’s my little palace!” 
laughed the 33-year-old single mum 
this week as she celebrated moving 
from the temporary accommoda¬ 
tion she said was damp and 
infested with mice. “My son has 
asthma so it was badly affecting 
him - it was horrible. 

“Here the kitchen is nice and new 


and the garden is really lovely. The 
landlord’s done a brilliant job. I’m 
realising the kids are more active 
here because there’s space for them 
to run around and we don’t have to 
worry about seeing rodents. 

“My children are much happier 
here and I feel more relaxed too.” 

Mother to 12-year-old Darnell, 
Terril, five, Charnelle, two, and 
six-month-old Marcell, Natasha has 
been on housing lists in London 
since she was just 19. She is now 
studying for a qualification in 


beauty therapy at Lambeth College 
and said the new house represented 
a fresh start for her whole family. 

But she warned there are many 
more families out there who have 
not been so fortunate. 

“There are so many empty 
properties out there which are 
just doing nothing while there are 
so many people in temporary 
accommodation,” she said. 

“It seems people are just being 
tight with their money. I think this 
scheme is a really good idea.” 
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Shoppers quick off the (Pri)mark 
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to grab a bargain in Wood Green

HORDES of excited shoppers snaked around the 
front of The Mall in Wood Green last Thursday 
morning, eagerly awaiting the opening of the 
new Primark store. 

Some had queued from as early as 6am, hoping 
to snap up a bargain after rumours were spread 
via the internet that all products would be at 
hugely reduced prices. Even after Primark chiefs 
scotched the hearsay, the crowd kept growing. 

Two women almost came to blows in their 
eagerness to search the shelves when doors 
opened at 9am and others, including women with 
babies in pushchairs, found themselves in a fran¬ 
tic scrum to break through the barriers. 

First in line was 36-year-old Julian Hurst, from 
Palmers Green, who had queued for three hours. 

“I was here before 6am!” she said. “I really 
wanted to be here for the opening and to see if 
there was going to be any promotions on. I’m 
disappointed there aren’t but I think the clothes 
at Primark are reasonable for the price. 

“I want a bra for my daughter and then just bits 
and pieces. I go to the Primark in Oxford Street 
which is always full of people but it’s lovely.” 

Others were less thrilled to be at the opening of 
what is Primark’s 138th UK store. 

Protesters from human rights charity War On 
Want held banners on a washing line of “dirty 
laundry” and gave out leaflets to people in the 
queue, urging them to help put an end to over¬ 
seas sweatshops. 

Campaigner Ruth Tanner explained: “This isn’t 
about saying people in Wood Green shouldn’t be 
able to buy cheap clothes but, equally, the work-

ers making these clothes shouldn’t be suffering. 

“We’ve met workers who make Primark 
clothes in places such as Bangladesh and some 
are working 80-hour weeks in very difficult con¬ 
ditions - this is the exploitative process of shops 
like Primark. 

“We are here to say to the shoppers that we do 
love fashion and it is fine to shop at these places, 
we’re not asking to them to boycott Primark, but 


it’s about getting the government to regu¬ 
late these companies.” 

Among the products expected to fly off 
the shelves in the two-floor, 54,000sq ft 
shop are “jeggings” - a cross between 
jeans and leggings - so-called “boyfriend 
cardigans” and all-in-one baby-gro style 
bedsuits at £7.83.

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Pedro meets 
as his battle 
bone cancer

A TEENAGER from Tot¬ 
tenham who has battled cancer 
for more than a decade met his 
footballing heroes last week 
during a once-in-a-lifetime trip 
to Tottenham Hotspur’s train¬ 
ing ground. 

Pedro De Freitas, 15, fulfilled 
a lifelong dream when he was 
granted special access to meet 
the players at the Spurs Lodge 
training ground in Chingford on 
November 5. He chatted with 
the likes of Jermain Defoe and 
goalkeeper Heurelho Gomes 
and even talked tactics with 
manager Harry Redknapp 
before having his photo taken 
with his idols. 

Brave Pedro developed a 
brain tumour when he was just 
two years old, from which he 
recovered, but was then diag¬ 
nosed with bone cancer two 
years ago. He also suffers from 


a related disability which 
means he is weak down one 
side of his body. 

Mum Sonia said the day had 
meant everything to her football- 
fanatic son. 

“As soon as we found out 


about Pedro’s condition, I 
wanted to do everything I could 
to make him happy,” she 
explained. 

“He was 13 years old when, 
after already going through so 
much and conquering a lot of 
things, he was diagnosed with 
bone cancer. We got to meet 
Harry Redknapp and all the 
players and Pedro had lots of 
photos taken which he’s put on 
Facebook. He really enjoyed the 
day and I think it’s something 
he will keep talking about for a 
long time.” 

Pedro is currently receiving 
chemotherapy treatment at 
home in Rosebery Avenue but 
the two-week sessions have 
made him feel very sick. Pedro 
brought back goody bags for 
his sisters 17-year-old Carla, 
Carolina, 13, and six-year-old 
Rachel as well as for proud 
father Vasco. 

Sonia thanked Burke Gravis, 
from Haringey Sports 
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Development Trust, who 
has helped Pedro for sev¬ 
eral years, as well as those at 
Tottenham Hotspur FC who 
helped organise the visit. 

“We are proud of the way 
we’ve been treated in our home 
town and wanted others to be 
aware of all the wonderful 
things there are in Tottenham,” 
she added.

In fact I was so impressed with 
the way the staff took care of chil¬ 
dren in the creche that I started to 
think about training to be a nursery 
assistant myself.

TELEVISION viewers in 
Haringey seem to be stuck 
in the monochrome past 
as new figures reveal the 
borough has the highest 
number of black-and-white 
TV licences throughout 
north London. 

Whether it is nostalgia 
buffs with a penchant for 
old-fashioned sets or more 
elderly viewers who have not 
got round to replacing their 
TVs, the 366 holders of 
black and white licences in 
Haringey place the borough 
at the top of the north 
London list. 

The survey, released to 


coincide with the 40th 
anniversary of colour 
broadcasts on the BBC 
and ITV on Sunday, reveals 
there are 28,000 people in 
the UK with a black and 
white licence. Haringey 
residents are obviously 
reluctant to ditch their 
old devices despite soaring 
sales of flatscreen sets, live 
internet streaming and 
catch-up TV services. 

Iain Logie Baird, grandson 
of TV inventor John Logie 
Baird, described the arrival 
of colour as a “technological 
breakthrough”. 

“As more viewers made 


the switch, it altered both 
programme styles and 
viewers’ perceptions,” he 
explained. 

“The addition of colour 
gave viewers a feeling of 
actually being there for live 
events which had a major 
impact on the cultural 
fabric of the nation.” 

The world’s first regular 
television broadcast, 
operated by the BBC, was 
beamed from Alexandra 
Palace in 1936 until the 
outbreak of World War II. 
Colour television made its 
British debut during the 
1960s.

Pilfering plumber 
handed jail term 


A PLUNDERING plumber who rifled through 
the rooms of elderly residents while he was sup¬ 
posed to be checking their water tanks has been 
ordered to spend ten months behind bars. 

Ricky Birkin, 23, preyed on vulnerable people 
living in sheltered accommodation in 
Tottenham while contracted to carry 
out work on their homes this sum¬ 
mer. He took items of jewellery 
and other items of “great sen¬ 
timental value” after telling 
residents he needed access to 
other rooms to check their 
radiators. Soon after 
Birkin left the houses in July, 
residents - some of whom were 
in their late eighties - noticed 
things were missing and called in 
the police. 

Birkin, from the West Midlands, 
pleaded guilty to eight counts of 
theft and was sentenced at -'A

Court last Friday to

die, of Haringey’s Burglary Squad, said: “Resi¬ 
dents in Haringey are becoming more and more 
aware of the scams used by bogus callers and 
regularly receive warnings from the police not to 
answer their door if they are in any doubt about 
the person visiting.

DC Preddie also thanked the victims, the 
contracting company for which Birkin 
worked and the housing association for 
H ^ helping bring him to justice. 

“This case is a strong warning to 
s criminals that they will be 
caught”, he added.

Astonishing discovery of ancestors’ prestigious 


Simon’s sweeter 
smell of success 


A BUSINESSMAN 
from Highgate has 
relaunched a perfume 
empire established by his 
ancestors in the 19th century 
after discovering in a dusty 
book the recipes which hold 
the secrets to Grossmith’s 
winning scents. 

Simon Brooke, 57, hopes to 
revive “the only true English 
perfume house” after discover¬ 
ing while researching his fam¬ 
ily tree that his great-great- 
grandfather John Gros smith 
had founded the perfume 
emporium in 1835. Now he 
has revitalised the house of 
Grossmith with three remas¬ 
tered fragrances based on the 
original scents - and the new 
perfumes are now on the 
shelves at Harrods and Fortnum 
And Mason ready for the all- 
important Christmas rush. 

“I was astonished,” said 
father-of-two Simon, describ¬ 
ing the moment he found the 
formula books which were sal¬ 
vaged from the company’s for-

mer offices in Newgate Street 
after bombing during the Blitz. 

“They were like spread¬ 
sheets for nearly 100 different 
perfumes in John Grossmith’s 
own handwriting. It was clear 
he knew exactly how to put 
perfume together. This was a 
once-in-a-lifetime discovery - 
the stuff of dreams, and a big 
turning point.” 

During the late 1880s, 
Grossmith’s was one of a 
handful of top English and 
French perfumeries including 
Guerlain, Penhaligon’s and 
Floris which helped bring 
about the dawn of the modern 
perfume industry. A trend for 
exotic fragrances inspired by 
foreign travel as well as the 
decorative Arts And Crafts 


movement, fashioned the com¬ 
pany’s rich scents packaged in 
highly decorative boxes. 

“I started buying bottles 
online,” explained Simon. 

“I wanted to smell it and find 
out what this perfume was like. 

“I eventually tracked down 
those who’d bought Grossmith 
when it ceased trading 30 
years ago and told them I 
wanted to revive the company. 
They told me I must be mad, 
but that’s when it shifted from 
spending the children’s inheri¬ 
tance on eBay to finding a way 
to recreate these perfumes.” 

Simon enlisted the help 
of leading fragrance expert 
Roja Dove to recreate three 
of Grossmith’s earliest 
fragrances; Hasu-No-Hana, 
named after the Japanese lotus 
lily, Phul-Nana, described as a 
bouquet of India’s choicest 
flowers, and Shem-el-Nessim 
- an Arabian-inspired perfume 
named after an Egyptian 
springtime festival. 

He also worked with French

“I think people are cynical 
about marketing these days so 
there is no face to Grossmith, 
it’s all about the fragrance.”

Kate - who first considered 
their dad’s plan “pretty potty” 
- Simon now hopes to repeat 
the success of his forefathers. 

“I feel a tremendous sense 
of achievement to have gone 
from buying bottles of per¬ 
fume on eBay to having a 
product on the shelf in 
18 months,” he said. 

“There were no 


barriers, it was just a case 
of working through things 
methodically, so it felt like it 
was meant to happen. 

“I’m deeply proud of what 
my ancestors have done and 
feel privileged that I can con¬ 
tinue the tradition.”

ASK THE EXPERT 


Q. My agent is very keen on putting a For Sale board outside my home, 
but I’m not sure I want one. Do boards fulfil any useful purpose? 

A. The short answer is yes. Even in the age of the internet, agents’ boards 
are still one of the most effective marketing tools we have, because people 
really do notice them. 

Buyers will often walk or drive around areas they want to move to looking 
for boards and because they have already seen your property and its 
location, if the price is right for them this type of enquiry normally turns into 
a viewing, more so that those enquires via the web or advert. 

Interestingly a common objection to a board is the seller doesn’t want their 
neighbours to know they are selling yet ironically neighbours may have a 
friend or relative looking to move into the area. Anyway neighbours usual 
notice agents turning up often in branded vehicles followed by complete 
strangers very obviously checking the property out with details in their 
hands so trying to keep a sale secret is something of a tall order. Funnily, if 
you ask the same seller how they found the property in the first place the 
reply is often “we saw a board”! 

Finally, think of a board like this - if your agent said he was not going to 
advertise your home on the internet or in the paper you would be horrified, 
yet a board can generate more enquires than both of these combined, so 
why would you want to restrict the marketing by not having one ? 

So, in short, I would strongly advise you to have a board.
